If your family is two working adults 
with two kids, to make ends meet in 
Edmonton each adult would have to 
make at least S16.69 an hour according 
to the Edmonton Living Wage Report 
released Thursday. 

And according to experts, one-third 
of the city makes less than this. 

This is the second year the Edmonton 
Social Planning Council has calculated 
the living wage, using cost of living es¬ 
timates for Edmonton. 

“It s the amount required to maintain 
a modest standard of living, to cover your 
basic needs," said research coordinator 
John Kolkman. 

So while the hypothetical family in the 
report has a small amount budgeted for 
things like a basic cellphone plan and 


limited emergency savings, they're not 
taking big vacations or saving for their 
children’s educations. 

Kolkman said the calculations also 
take into account costs like El and CPP 
premiums, plus dollars coming in from 
government transfers — which made a 
difference this year. 

The living wage for 2016 is actually 67 
cents less than List year, mostly because 
of child benefit increases from both the 
federal and prortncuiL governments that 
kick in in July. 

He estimates that about one-third of 
Edmontonians make less than the liv¬ 
ing wage. " We hope the slight decrease 
makes it easier for employers to pay a 
living ■wage." he said, arguing that re¬ 
search indicates that employers who 
pay a living wage have less staff turnover 
and better productivity. 

The city's End Poverty report recom¬ 
mends pushing for Living wages for every¬ 
one in the city, something Kolkman said 
the council will continue to do. 

"In the coming year, we plan to work 
with the city and community partners 
to recognize employers who provide 
living wages, and challenge others to 
do so as well. 1 "

Abdullah Al-Kadi has just ar¬ 
rived home from a field trip 
to a bowling alley with his 
Grade S class, and his eyes go 
wide when asked about the 
game he'd never played before. 

“It's funny- it’s a small balir 
he say 5 , laughing. “I like to 
play again. 1 ’ 

The Al-Kadis fled Syria after 
Abdullah, then 10, was hit in 
the back with a piece of shrap¬ 
nel from a bomb while he lping 
his uncle unload a van. It didn't 
kill him because he happened 
to be bent over when it hit him. 

When he first arrived in Ed¬ 
monton. in February, he spoke 
no English. 

Now. just over four months 
later, he’s sitting on the floor 
of his family's new north-side 
apartment and happy to chat 
about his class: “1 like playing 
with my friends." His teachers'? 
“Very nice.'" How is school dif¬ 
ferent than before? “We learn 
English a lot!” 

After more than 1,000 Syr¬ 
ian refugees arrived in Edmon¬ 
ton. beginning six months ago, 
many essential services scram¬ 
bled to accommodate the influx 
of newcomers. 

Perhaps few institutions have 
had to adapt faster than the 


school system, due to the high 
number of young families eager 
to get kids back into class and 
provide a sense of normalcy. 

According to Marlene Han¬ 
son, the supervisor of diversity 
education at Edmonton Public 
5c hoots, they enrolled approxi¬ 
mately 500 Syrian students, 
most in the first three months 
of the calendar year. 

"Having this number of stu¬ 
dents, and newcomers to Can¬ 
ada, enter our system in such 
a short period of time was un¬ 
precedented in recent years," 1 
she says. 

id find a similar influx you'd 
have to go back to the arrival 
of the Vietnamese Koat People 
in the 1980s. “it was certainly 
an intense learning situation 


during a few short months,” 
she says. 

Principals chose how best to 
accommodate the newcomers 
based on their school’s situa¬ 
tion. Hanson says, and in some 
cases got extra funding to do 
things like hire more teachers. 

While some schools only got 
a couple of smdents and were 
able to accommodate them, 
a cluster of schools primarily 
on the north side got as many 


At Mary Butterworth, Abirdal- 
lah says his new class is mostly 
Syrian, and one of their teach¬ 
er speaks Arabic, though they 
spend the day working hard 
on English. 

The need for more supports 
has raised questions about bind¬ 
ing. notably by school board 
chair Michael Janz, who says he 
continues to be "disappointed

Edmonton is getting another way 
to fly — but not another airline. 

Jim Young, CEO of discount 
airline seat reseller NewLeaf Trav¬ 
el, announced the re-launch of 
the company in Winnipeg on 
Thursday, after an aborted take¬ 
off in January. 

The company mil offer direct 
flights to 12 cities — Edmon¬ 
ton, Halifax, Moncton. Hamilton, 
Winnipeg. Regina, Saskatoon, Ke¬ 
lowna, Kamloops, Fort St.John, 
Abbotsford and Victoria. Seat 
prices will range from £79 to 
5249 from July 25 to October 2. 

Because the company is a re¬ 
seller of airline seats., Young said 
Hair Airlines will operate flights 
on 156-seat planes from some of 
the country's smaller airports, as 
opposed to major flight centres, 
as was initially intended. Young 
said many of the routes on the 
company's non-stop flight plan 
are unique to the country’s do¬ 
mestic air market. 

The (CIA) ruled in March the 
company could operate legally as 
planned — selling discount air¬ 
line seats without an air licence 
— if they make it clear they are 
a “reseller.” Young expressed 
confidence that an appeal filed 
against the ClA"s ruling will not 
be accepted, and the company 
will remain in the air. 

“Our plan is to stay in business 
regardless of the way the appeal 
goes.” he said, adding the com¬ 
pany has a back-up plan.

Alberts Premier Rathe I Not- 
ley says she told an environ- 
men to] review panel an the 
Trans Mountain Pipeline that 
her province is doing its bit to 
control greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions. 

Notley says she told the three- 
member panel that Alberta's 
climate plan will tap oiisands 
emissions to 100 megatonnes 
and phase out coal-fired elec¬ 
tricity by 2030. 

“Alberta has done its own 
homework and is on it." Notley 
told reporters at the legislature 
Thursday, after meeting with 
the panel earlier in the day. 

“This particular pipeline ap¬ 
plication ought to be considered 
on the basis of its individual 
merits, not as a symbol for this 
much larger issue (of green¬ 
house gas emissions in Alberta 

Texas-based energy infra¬ 
structure giant Kinder Moigan is 
seeking federal approval to ex¬ 
pand the existing Trans Moun¬ 
tain line in order to triple the 
capacity of diluted bitumen trav¬ 
elling from Alberta's oiisands to 
Burnaby B.C. The move would 
tanker traffic on the West Coast 
by about seven-fold. 

The project has faced heated 
opposition from environmental¬ 
ists, politicians, and indigenous 
groups in British Columbia wor¬ 
ried about the environmental 
impacts of any spills. 

It has been a long and com¬ 
plicated legal process. 

The federal regulator, the 
National Energy Board. OK'd 
the project last month after two 
years of heELringsand research, 
saying the ultimate benefit to 
Canadians outweighs the po¬ 
tential problems. 

The final decision still rests 
with Prime Minister Just in Tru¬ 
deau’s government.

The biggest losers of the prov¬ 
incial NDP's carbon tax will be 
couples who are supporting kids 
or relatives, according to el Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary researcher. 

On Thursday, Jennifer Winter, 
area director of energy Eind en¬ 
vironment at the University of 
Calgary School of Public Policy, 
outlined her co-authored study 
thEit analyzed which Albertans 
will and won’t reap the benefits 
of the government’s carbon-tax 
rebates. 

Based on looking at families 
who make a total income of 
SI07,300. Winter said the study 
suggests few r er than 50 per cent 
of all families in Alberta wall be 
eligible fora frill rebate, which is 
well below the province's prom¬ 
ise of 66 per cent. 

But that's where the province 
disagrees. 

In an email, the Ministry of En¬ 
vironment said the government 
will base rebates on net income 

— as defined for tax purposes 

— not toted income, which the 
U of C used based on 2013 
Statistics Canada data. 

“As net income is generally 
lower than total income, more 
households would receive the re¬ 
bate than estimated in the paper," 
the email read. 

However, Winter said it’s still 
not dear whether the rebate will 
be enough to fully compensate 
households in Alberta, given the 
expected increases io costs Etssod- 
ated with the carbon tax. 

The government and the piper 
do Eigree on one thing the rebates 
will offset additional direct costs 
from the carbon levy for lower- 
and middle-income Albertans. 

Winter said low-income Alber¬ 
tans may actually receive more 
than what they’ll pay in energy 
cost increases.

The blog stalls with a confes¬ 
sion: “T'm Andrea Ruschin, 
and I'm stared shitless." 

So begins the Roosevelt 
project, Ruschin's year long 
mission to stop being afraid. 

The Edmonton writer and 
drama student will do some¬ 
thing that scares her every 
day for a year, with a bigger 
challenge to be completed 
every week. 

Shell document it all with 
photos and video on her blog. 

Like many, Ruschin says 
she's let fear stop her from 
doing what she wanted to do 
too many times, 

“For the vast majority of 
my life 1 have been very, very 
successful in hiding away 
from basically everything. 


J Ve known what I've wanted 
to do since 1 was a teenager, 
but have tal ked myself out of 
pursuing my goals on a near 
constant basis." she writes 
on her blog. 

So she's taking a cue from 
Eleanor Roosevelt, best 
known as a longtime Amer¬ 
ican First Lady, but who also 
flew with Amelia tar hart, 
helped draft the Universal 
Bill of Human Rights and 
worked for expanded rights 
for women. 

Ruschin points to Roos¬ 
evelt's book. You Learn By 
Living, where the author talks 
about conquering anxiety by 
forcing herself to confront 
her fears a little bit every 
day (or, as Ruschin describes 
iE. “conqueringj her fears by 


kicking the sh + t out of them"}, 
inspired to do the same, 
she launched her project 
this week. So far, Ruschin 
has tackled eating the hottest 
tacos she could find and start¬ 


ing an online dating profile. 

She's starting with smaller 
tasks, but hopes to work up 
to her major fears. 

The scariest one she'll be 
doing? Slandup comedy. 

“I know what I’ve wanted 
to do since I was 1 &. i want to 
be a comic, 1 want to be an ac¬ 
tor, I want to entertain people 
and that hasn't changed for 
a decade," she said. 

“But every time I take a 
minor step to achieve that 
1 automatically go into the 
second-guessing, like, what if 
this doesn't turn out?"

Crown didn't prove its case against 
accused in couple’s death: Defence 


The Lawyer for a man accused of 
killing two great-grandparents, 
burning their motor home and 
hiding their bodies said the case 
against his client is just specu¬ 
lation. 

Brian Eeresh told a court in 
tdmonton that the Crown has 
failed to prove the most basic 
elements of its case against Tra¬ 
vis Vader and is relying almost 
entirely on a theory that things 
"must have happened this way" 

“"Must have happened his way' 
was the standard applied by vigi¬ 
lante groups that often executed 
the wrong person," Beresh told 
Justice Denny Thomas in his dos¬ 
ing arguments Thursday. 

"There is an absence of fun¬ 
damental evidence in this case 
upon which you could ever con¬ 
vict Mr. Vader. 1 ' 

Vader, 44. has pleaded not 
guilty to first-degree murder in 
the deaths of Lyle and Marie Mc¬ 
Cann , who were in their late 70s 
when they vanished while on 
their way to a family camping 
tripin 2010. 

The Crown argues Vader was 
a desperate drug user living in a 
makeshift camp when he came 
across the McCanns and killed 
them. But Beresh — arguing in

front of.a packed courtroom with 
many members of the McCann 
family present — pointed out 
that without the bodies of the 
McCanns, there's no real proof 
the couple is even dead. 

He took a similar tack with 
other pieces of Crown evidence, 
fie said there’s nothing to prove, 
foT example, that Vader ever 
actually had the McCanns' cell 
phone, used the day of their 
disappearance, to place calls to 
Vader s ex-girlfriend. 

Benesh suggested that two key 


Crown witnesses, who identi¬ 
fied an SUV Vader wits driving 
as similar to one owned by the 
McCanns, hud conspired against 
his client and Lied about the iden¬ 
tification. He said the keys to the 
McCanns' SUV could have been 
planted there by police. 

The keys, Beresh said, were 
discovered long after the truck 
was first found and searched. 

“We suggest those keys were 
not present when the vehicle 
was taken to the storage yard.*' 

DMA evidence placing Vad¬ 
er inside the McCann’s SUV is 
sketchy at best, Beresh said, and 
doesn't prove anything more 
than Vader was at one time near 
the vehicle. Drops of Lyle Mc¬ 
Cann’s blood, which were found 
on his hilt, could have come from 
the nosebleeds to which the man 
was prone. 

On Wednesday, prosecutor 
Ashley Jr inlays on acknowledged 
the Crown's case was circum¬ 
stantial, but he asked Thomas 
“to consider the totality of the 
evidence as a whole.” 

The trial is now in its fourth 
month. Thomas has heard testi¬ 
mony from more than 130 wit¬ 
nesses and examined about 200 
exhibits, tut Canadian press

Cyclists renew 
call for path 


HIGH LEVEL BRIDGE

Laced with present day prob¬ 
lems cyclists face crossing the 
High Level Bridge, the Edmon¬ 
ton Bicycle Commuters’ So¬ 
ciety is recalling an old idea 
they had. 

Back in 1990, that is. 

The group is suggesting it’s 
time the city consider building 
a bike and pedestrian path on 
the upper deck of the High 
Level Bridge, which was first 
discussed in 1990 and then 


rendered by the group in 1999. 

The suggestion comes after 
cyclists have expressed con¬ 
cerns about space on the busy 
bridge, after the city installed 
suicide barriers that have nar¬ 
rowed the pathways. 

“It has definitely been 
around for a long time.” said 
Chris Chan, executive direc¬ 
tor of the group, of the idea 
for the upper deck pathway. 

“We have kind of revived the 
idea as a potential solution to 
some of the congestion issues 
we are having now." 

Currently, the upper deck 
is used only by the bdmonton 
Radial Railway Society to run 
the High Level Bridge Street 
Car between May and October. 

Chan said the streetcar 
tracks could be moved to make 
way for the pathway idea, but 
it wouldn't have to be. 

“Even without re-aligning 
the streetcar tracks you have 


got at least a couple of metres 
on either side of it,” he said. 

And he said it wouldn't just 
be a piece of cycling infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

“It would be a signature at¬ 
traction for Edmonton to have 
a streetcar that can take you to 
the middle of the High Level 
Bridge and then you can enjoy 
the wide open views." 

Chan stressed that they 
don't know how much such 
a project would cost, but want 
to start the conversation so it 
could potentially be included 
in the city’s next four-year cap¬ 
ital budget. 

“We would like for people 
to start talking about the up¬ 
per deck as an option." 

On Wednesday, Coun. Scott 
McKeen asked administration 
for a report on the suicide bar¬ 
riers on the bridge, asking 
about options to address the 
□arrow pathways.

Like other young people who 
come to Boyle Street Commun¬ 
ity Services. Evan Laugh! in was 
homeless and hungry, often 
couch-surfing at a friend's 
place or living on the street. 

But the recently launched 
Boyle Street Moving Com¬ 
pany has given the 25-year-old 
steady work and optimism that 
he'll soon be back on his feet. 

“I've always had a job and 
apartment, but when i got to 
Boyle Street. 1 wasn't engaged 
with people much anymore. 
.Mow, I show up at 9 a.m. and 
have a job site to get to — 
this has helped me open up 
again," says Laugh!in, point¬ 


ing to skills he’s gained in 
just the past few months, tike 
customer relations, packing 
and hauling. 

One of six youth employed 
with the Boyle Street Moving 
Company, Laughlin completed 
the free but mandatory Con¬ 
struction Safety training Sys¬ 
tem | CS I S), providing a safe¬ 
ly ticket for himself and the 
chance to be a role model for 
other youth in the program. 

Crew lead, moving van driv¬ 
er and self-described social 
worker Omer Abdul says “we 
meet youth where they’re at, 
but we encourage them to earn 
the professional and life skills 
they need to move forward." 

With the one-tonne, 16-foot 
cube truck, Abdul and crew 
have averaged one move a day, 
whether shifting a few desks 
and chairs from a commercial 
space, or a fill-the-Emck resi¬ 
dential move from a three- 
bedroom town home. 

“I'd love to see us get so 
busy that we need another 
truck, so we can employ these 
youth full-time, 1 * says Damien 


Lachat, youth entrepreneur- 
ship coordinator at Boyle 
Street. 

While the business provides 
workday meals and a wage for 
the youth employees, Lachat 
says it's a business like any 
other — motivated to meet 
or beat the prices of other 
companies that targets small 
business, household and apart¬ 
ment moves in kdmonton's 
competitive market. 

But it's a social enterprise 
too* with the larger goal of 
creating a profit that takes 
the pressure off agency dollars 
[and even adding to the cof¬ 
fers for programming costs), 
all while helping the city’s 
most vulnerable. 

,L Boyle St Feet was already 
using movers, but there was 
room for an empathetic com¬ 
pany that has in mind the 
social well-being of our low 
income population," says La¬ 
chat. “I want to build a reli¬ 
able. long-lasting team, but 
if the youth use this job as a 
stepping stone to something 
else, well, we want that too "

The interminable spectre of the 
Mike Du fly spending scandal 
reared its ugly head yet again 
Thursday as the Senate found it¬ 
self once more locked in a battle 
with the con troversial senator 
over dubious expenses. 

This time, however, the ex¬ 
penses in question were from 
claims well-canvassed during 
Duffy's criminal trial, which end¬ 
ed earlier this year in his sensa¬ 
tional acquittal on 31 charges of 
fraud, breach of trust and bribery. 

In that acquittal. Ontario Court 
Judge Charles Vaillancourt ex¬ 
coriated the Senate for spend¬ 
ing rules that lacked clarity and 
oversight, allowing senators to 
claim expenses for anything re¬ 
lated to what they deemed Sen¬ 
ate business. 

The Senate committee that 
polices spending has asked Duffy 
to repay seven of his claims total¬ 
ling SI 6,955, despite last April's 
court decision. 

It nuirks the first time since 


late March that a senator has 
been asked to reimburse ques¬ 
tionable spending — an order 
Duffy is fighting and could soon 
be entitled to take up with a spe¬ 
cial arbitrator, 'lhe arbitration 
process was originally set up to 
handle disputes arising from a 
federal audit of Senate spend¬ 
ing —a review that missed Duffy 
initially, because he was under 
RCMP investigation and facing 
criminal charges. 

Duffy has been subject to an 
audit once before on Senate or¬ 
ders. by auditing frrtn Deloitte. 
Thai 2013 audit looked only at 
his housing expenses and ended 
with a Senate committee ordering 
Duffy to repay £90.0(M). which 
he did after then-prime minister 
Stephen Harper's chief of staff. 
Nigel Wright, gave him the cash 
in order to take away a potential 
political headache for the Con¬ 
servative government.

The photo was one of five pul 
before eight focus groups run 
last November and December 
by the civil servants supporting 
the Prime Minister's Office. They 
were testing ads to promote the 
resettlement program and were 
told using that photo might 
create a problem, a perception 
most common in the two Mont¬ 
real groups. 

“Some felt that by showing a 
single mother wearing a head 
scarfi this image may generate 
negative reactions among mem- 


ben of the general public who 
were reluctant to accept refu¬ 
gees by reinforcing some nega¬ 
tive stereotypes associated with 
Syrian refugees," said a report 
on the discussions, posted on¬ 
line recently. Those who liked 
the picture said it sent an im¬ 
portant message. 

"The image showing a moth¬ 
er and a child was seen to elicit 
compassion and showed the 
love of a mother for her child 
...it elicited a desire to help 
them make a better living in 
Canada." 

The photo of the woman in 
the head scarf and one featuring 
a group of children still appear 
on the Immigration Depart¬ 
ment’s website as the push con¬ 
tinues to settle Syrians.

Pilots make daring South Pole rescue

Two people who fell ill while 
working at the U.S. research 
station at the South Pole have 
been evacuated by a Canadian- 
owned Twin Otter turboprop 
plane that made the daring 
rescue flight in Antarctica's 
harsh winter. 

The National Science foun¬ 
dation said the two workers 
arrived safely late Wednesday 
in Punta Arenas, the southern¬ 
most city in Chile, after a long 
trip from the Amundsen-Scott 
station at the South Pole. They 
stopped For a few hours at a 
British station on the edge of 
Antarctica to be put on an¬ 
other plane. 

“From Punta Arenas, the 
two patients aboard will be 
transported to a medical fa¬ 
cility that can provide a level 
of care that is not available at 
Amundsen-Scott," said a state¬ 
ment from the National Sci¬ 


ence Foundation. 

The foundation runs Amund- 
sen-Scott and two other cen¬ 
tres in Antarctica. It did not 
identify the sick workers or 
give their conditions, citing 
medical privacy. 

At Magallanes Clinic in 


PUnta Arenas, nurse Mauricio 
Senon said that a female patient 
“with a gastric problem" was 
the sicker of the two. 

Jn a hectic two days of fly¬ 
ing, the rescue team flew the

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All eyes on Brexit results 

The world watched with bated breath as the polls closed Thursday in Britain's historic referendum on 
membership in the European Union. Throughout the night, results were too close to call, the associated press 


The British pound plunged to a 
31-year low hriday as results in 
the country's turopean Union 
referendum gave the "leave 1 " 
side a small but gnawing lead. 

The figures delivered a deep 
shock to financial markets, 
overturning earlier anticipa¬ 
tion of a narrow victory for 
“remai n.” 

The pound initially soared 
as polk dosed and two opinion 
surveys put “remain" ahead and 
two leading supporters of the 
“leave" campaign said it ap¬ 
peared the pra-EU side had won. 
But it then suffered one of its 
biggest one-day falls in history, 
plummeting from about Si.50 
to below St.35 as results sug¬ 
gested a strong possibility the 
L'.K. would vote to quit the bloc. 

As results pouted in, a pic¬ 
ture emerged of a sharply div¬ 


ided nation: Strong pm-EU votes 
in the economic and cultural 
powerhouse of London and 
semi-autonomous Scotland 
were countered by sweeping 
anti-Establishment sentiment 
for an exit across the rest of 
England , from southern seaside 
towns to rust-belt former indus¬ 
trial powerhouses in the north. 

“A lot of people's grievances 
are coming out and we have 
got to start listening to them, H 
said deputy Labour Party leader 
John McDonnell. 

With more than 16 million 
of an expected 30 million votes 
counted, the result was closely 
split, with the “leave" ahead 
by u few hundred thousand 
votes — and “remain” under- 
performing analysts’ expecta¬ 
tions, 

“Few 'remain 1 strongholds 


are doing better than expected” 
said John Curtice, a University 
of Strathclyde political scien¬ 
tist and EEC election analyst. 
“There are far more places 
where 'leave’ are doing belter 
than expected." 

"it may be possible that the 
experts are going to have egg 
on their face later on tonight,” 
he said. 

A vote to leave the EU would 
destabilize the 26-nation trad¬ 
ing bloc. created from the ashes 
of World War 11 to keep the 
peace in Europe. A “remain” 
vote would nonetheless leave 
Hr]tain divided and the EU 
scrambling to reform. 

The Eetfalr market predicted 
an 81 per cent chance of Brit¬ 
ain Leaving the EU, and bookies 
made Brexit the favourite out¬ 
come for the first time.

How Canadians might be affected 


The results of Thursday's Brexit 
referendum will send ripples 
around the globe. If the U.K. 
Ieaves the European Union, 
the news could hit Canadians 
on a number of fronts: 

Fewer ex ports 

Finance Minister Bill 
Morneau says Canadian busi¬ 
nesses that invested in the U.K. 
to access the European market 
may be forced to rethink their 
strategies. 

“We're watching in Canada 
and we’re anxious,” JVIorneuu 
said. Canada could also lose 
out on some of the benefits of 
the Comprehensive Economic 
and Trade Agreement (CE'IA), 
the country’s trade agreement 
with the EU.

Goodson was the only one 
of the six officers charged in 
Gray’s death to be accused of 
murder. He's the second to 
be found not guilty, and an¬ 
other officer's case ended in 
a mistrial. 

The judge said Goodson 
wouldn’t have been able to de¬ 
termine whether Gray was in¬ 
jured between the second and 
fifth stops on the d 5-minute 
trip, because only after the van 
finally arrived at the Western 
District station house did offi¬ 
cers observe Gray with blood 
and saliva on his face.

Some point, is no longer fringe. 

When J learned about the 
planets in our solar system in 
school, scientists weren't sure 
any others existed, NASA has 
since confirmed more than 
3,000 exoplanets outside the 
orbit of the sun but still in our 


immediate celestial neighbour¬ 
hood, More than 200 are tem¬ 
perate and earth-like. That's what 
we can see with our rudimentary 
technology. 

The Milky Way is home to 
an estimated hundred billion 
planets. In the May edition of 
Astrobiology, University of Ro¬ 
chester astrophysicist Adam 
Frank and colleagues crunched 
the numbers and concluded, 
'"While we do not know if any 
advanced extraterrestrial civil¬ 
izations currently exist in our 
galaxy, we now have enough 


information to conclude that 
they almost certainly existed 
at some point." He pul the odds 
our galaxy has never hosted in¬ 
telligent life other than our own 
at one in a septillion (that's a 1 
With 24 zeroes). Gut not so fast. 
We have no idea how unusual 
the phenomenon of life is in the 
universe — particularly complex, 
multicellular life. 

The event that created com¬ 
plex cel Is I ike a nima Is and pla nts 
happened, as far as we know, 
just once in the three-billion-year 
history of life on Earth. We don't 


know if that's less or more often 
than what would be expected by 
chance. And it's only been 13.7 
billion years since the Big Bang. 

It's reasonable to assume that 
a great portion of the extra¬ 
terrestrial life that's out there, 
if there is any, is single-celled 
and looks something like pond 
scum.

Aesthetically, it grabbed me" 

When t he video maker was 
slow to respond via email Farrier 
contacted them through a public 
fat ebook page and that Is when 
the story got weird, troubling 
and took on the aura of a thriller 
Imagine Michael Clayton with 
ridding and you get the idea. 

The documentary sheds light 
in the dark comers of competi¬ 
tive endurance tickling. 

There’s alleged cyberbullying, 
blackmail and catfishing involved 
as f artier takes viewers deeper 


into the subject matter. 

“This company does so many 
strange things," farrier says of 
the outfit that hosts the endur¬ 
ance tickling contests. “I have 
to talk about it in obscure lan¬ 
guage. I'm sure you understand. 
Fait of it is the game. They love 
tickling but. as it came out. they 
love bullying and abusing and 
derailing lives as well. 

“When J came along 1 was 
another target." 

farrier says being the subject 
of threatening lawsuits didn't 
concern him too much. "It's been 
two years now and 1 am so used 
to threats. Other tilings keep me 
up at night. Also. J’m an enter¬ 
tainment journalist from New 
Zealand. 1 don’t have money." 

But the documentary subjects 
have been persistent. At the Los 
Angeles premiere last Friday, two 
men who feature in the docu¬ 
mentary — David D’Amato and 
Kevin Garke — confronted Reeve 


(Farrier was not at the premiere) 
and accused the pair of using re¬ 
corded material they had agreed 
was off the record. 

The circumstance that in¬ 
spired his documentary is “an 
unusual thing," says Farrier. 

“1 still can’t believe this hap¬ 
pened," but he thinks the movie 
has messages beyond its obvious 
examination of cyber bullying. 

"Hopefully those who come 
along will learn the simple les¬ 
son that not everything is as it 
seems," he says. 

“If you are engaged in any¬ 
thing on the internet, look into it 
before you dive in. On a slightly 
cheesy level, just be yourself 
“Ifyou are into something, as 
long as you're not hurting any¬ 
one. be loud and proud about it. 
“fry and have that confidence. 
“We’re living in 20 i fi and we 
have a long way to go but if you 
can, try and be yourself it will 
help you. Repression is bad." 


NEON DEMON 

Refn reinvents 
fetish genre

Danish director Nicolas Winding 
Kefn is by his own admission a 
"fetish filmmaker.” 

This is not to say that his mov¬ 
ies are choked with too-tight- 
corsets, FVC cat suits, 12-inch 
stiletto heels and riding crops, 
though you certainly might find 
these objects of erotic fixation lit¬ 
tered about his pictures. No, the 
enfant terrible of the arthouse 
defines the term “fetish" in a 
much more singular way. 

"To me, being a fetish film¬ 
maker simply means J shoot 
what I want to see,” Refn tells 
Metro. My goodness, what sights 
he sees in 'Ihe Neon Demon. 

Kefn's latest fever dream is 
a slow-burning supernova of 
stylegone-sinister, an opulent 
wallow in the feral underbelly 
of the LA fashion model indus¬ 
try that serves as an excuse for 
Kefn to saturate the screen with 
anil femininity, color, glitter and 
blood. Lots and lots of blood. 

In it, actress File Fanning plays 
Jesse, a naive waif who appears in 
Hollywixxl in search of a fantasy 
and instead finds a monstrous ca¬ 
bal of parasites who feed off her 
energy, literally and figuratively. 
Her transformation from an in¬ 
nocent to a sodopathic zombie 
plays out like a perversion of J ae 
Wizard Of Qz by way of Suspiria 
and is a film perhaps only Kefn 
could have made. 

“1 shot it all in chronological 


order," Refn admits. 

“So. 1 was kind of figuring it 
out as 1 went. Jt quickly began 
to become apparent that it was 
more exciting to me to have this 
duel relationship between Jesse 
and herself. You know, on one 
hand she can be this deer in 
the headlights and then, on an¬ 
other hand, she can be an evil 
Dorothy. J think there are clues 
In the movie to this transforma¬ 
tion that popup again and again 
and again." 

The Neon Demon grew or¬ 
ganically out of a previously an¬ 
nounced project, a horror film 
called l Walk With Ihe Dead that 
was intended to reunite the dir¬ 
ector with his Drive star Carey 
Mulligan. But. in tiue fetish film- 
maker fashion, Kefn's attentions 
began to drift in pre-production 
and soon, he switched gears and 
began fixating on making a dark¬ 
er, more abstract sort of shocker. 

“(The Neon Demon) kind of 
jumped out of that project and 
became something else," says the 
director. “I switched interests, 
which usually happens with me. 
1 wanted to make something dif¬ 
ferent, so 1 took all of my original 
ideas that I liked from the first 
film concept and continued evolv¬ 
ing it and adding to it. It became 
The Neon Demon, naturally."

Filmmaker

When you see a movie that 
claims to be ‘'based on a true 
story", do you often wonder 
just how much of it is fact 
versus fiction? 

So does Gary Ross. 

That’s partially why the 
filmmaker behind the new 
Civil War-era drama Free 
State of Jones has designed 
his movie's website to defi¬ 
antly outline in detail what 
was unofficial and what was 
authentic. 

“It's a true companion piece 
to the film and they really do 
go together," explained the 
four-time Oscar-nomi nee from 
Mew York. 

“There's a higher burden 
in this. 3 think the civil war 
is used as a political instru¬ 
ment by people who have 


present-tense agendas so I 
thought it was very import¬ 
ant to be transparent so that 
it didn't become a topic of 
debate or people pulling at 


one end of the political rope 
or the other." 

While the biography of 
Newton Knight jwho united 
runaway slaves and fanners 


to rebel against the Confeder¬ 
acy) may be set in the distant 
mid-19th Century, the story's 
themes are surprisingly still 
current. 

In fact, the drama's issues 
of race and class are eerily 
poignant in the wake of last 
year's Confederate flag debate 
— reason enough for Ross to 
tie vigilant with accuracy. 

"You can't treat it glibly/' 
said Koss, who realizes much 
of history is now' absorbed by 


means other than textbooks. 

“Because people get so 
much nf their information 
from pop culture, there is a 
responsibility to apply a cer¬ 
tain kind of rigor to it." 

Lasting Matthew Mc- 
Lonaughey was a crucial com- 
ponent in the movie's cred¬ 
ibility as well. 

Not only does the Texan ac¬ 
tor look related to the South¬ 
ern freedom fighter, but he’s 
clearly a thespian who care¬ 


fully chooses his roles. “He’s 
very, very focused. 

“He has a lot of rigor in his 
process and he's incredibly 
prepared," said Ross of the 
Oscar-winning star. 

"There's so many millions 
of things that go into shaping 
a culture, a person that you 
can't just replicate in the act¬ 
ing process so 1 w r as very lucky 
to have somebody with his 
stature, with his depth of tal¬ 
ent who could do this.’’

The voices in Came of Thrones 
are often as colourful as the 
characters themselves, and 
iFyoa've ever looked in the 
bathroom mirror and given it 
your best “You know nothing 
Jon Snow,* you're not alone.

Sounding out Westerns 

A map of Westerns — which 
looks suspiciously like Great 
Britain — wall clue you in on 
who speaks with what kind of 
accent. The northern end of 


the fictional continent is, aur¬ 
ally speaking, analogous to the 
north of England, and so on. 

“They've separated the sev¬ 
en kingdoms, to a degree, by 
dialect," explains Fleming. "So 
all the people from Winterfell 
speak with a northern accent; 
something a little bit closer 
to Manchester or up in that 
belt between Manchester and 


Scotland. 1 ' Think: Ned Stark, 
Jon Snow. 

"it works well geographic¬ 
ally compared to the Lmnis- 
ters," who all speak with what's 
called Received Pronunciation 
— the standard British accent 
associated with posh south¬ 
erners. 

While most GoT actors do 
hail from the LUG, many are

At the War Photo exhibit in Du¬ 
brovnik,. there’s an image that 
standi out: a sweeping staircase, 
eerily deserted during shewing 
that destroyed more than 60 per 
tent of the medieval walled city 
after Croatia declared independ¬ 
ence from Yugoslavia in 1991. 

Two decades on, and this 
UNESCO heritage site has been 
restored to its former glory as 
the jewel of the Adriatic. And 
that staircase — now packed 
with tourists taking selfies — 
is known to millions of people 
around the world: Ids where Cer- 
sei Lannister begins her "walk 
of shame" on Game of Thrones. 

The TV series — based on die 
fantasy novels A Song of Ice and 
Hre and distributed by HBO — 
ls filmed in multiple locations, 
fmm Iceland to Ireland, Morocco 
and Spain. In season one. the 
fictional fortified port city of 
King's Landing was filmed in 
Malta, but has now made its 
home in Dubrovnik I my GoT 
guide tells me it's because of 
significant tax breaks offered 
in Croatia], 

Eut it's more than that. Sure, 
there's a lot of CGI in GoT — 
like dragons, White Walkers 
and such — but it wasn't hard

to transform Dubrovnik into 
the stronghold oft he Lannister 
family, which uses the city’s 
existing medieval fortifications, 
guard towers and narrow streets 
to double as King's Landing. 
They're the real deal. 

Like this staircase, where Cer¬ 
sei begins her walk of shame in 
"Mother’s Mercy.' 1 Just add an 
angry crowd, a High Sparrow 
and a naked Cersei —and voila. 


In fact, actress Lena Headey, who 
was pregnant at the time, used 
a body double for this scene, 
though she did multiple takes 
to act out the facial expressions 
— and, through the magic of 
post-production, her head ap¬ 
pears on the body double. 

Several key scenes were 
filmed in the Old town: at 
the Pile and Piece gate, on St. 
Dominika street and along the 


city walls. Wander the streets 
and you might stumble upon 
Littlefinger's brothel, or walk 
in Daenerys’ footsteps around 
Minceta Tower where she dis¬ 
appears into the House of the 
Undying in Qarth. 

Dubrovnik’s Port Lavrijenac 
was a stand-in for the Red keep, 
and a number of scenes were 
filmed here, including the tour¬ 
nament thrown in honour of 


King Jeffrey's 

name day and the spot where 
The Hound saves Sanaa from 
being raped. 

Not only do you get a stun¬ 
ning view of the Adriatic Sea 
from atop Port Lavrijenac, you'll 
also notice a parking lot on a dra¬ 
matic rocky outcropping. Sure, 
it’s a cool spot for a parking 
lot. but it’s also where Joffrey's 
weddingi'deafh scene was shot. 

The nearby Island of Loknim 
was used for scenes in Qarth. 
And Arboretum Trsteno — a 
renaissance garden dating back 
to the 15th century — doubles 
as the gardens of King's Landing. 
They're relatively untouched by 
GGI: you almost expect Varys to 
walk around the comer. 


Dubrovnik isn’t the only 
Croatian location used in Got, 
though. Split, further north on 
the Dalmatian coast, doubles 
as Meereen. Within Split's his¬ 
toric Diocletian's Palace, several 
scenes were filmed: from the 
dungeon where Tyrion unchains 
Daenerys' dragons to the spot 
where Ser Karristan is slain. 

Head into the countryside to 
the mins of Kris Fortress and 
you’ll easily recognize the road 
to Meereen, where Daenerys 
freed the slaves and, later, cruci¬ 
fied the masters. The fortress has 
a history' just as interesting as 
a fictional story: ask your GoT 
guide about the "sky toilet." 

Wandering through Grenada's 
historic sites, it may feel like 
you're on the set of GoT | there's 
even a replica of the iron throne 
on Lokrumj. Rut while the night 
may be dark and full of terrors, 
Croatia is anything but
